The  Library  recently 
acquired  an  extremely 
rare  16th-century  treatise 
on  bits  and  horsemanship 
illustrated  with  128 
woodcut  engravings. 
Grundtlicher  Bericht  des 
Zeumens  (A  Compre¬ 
hensive  Treatise  on 
Bitting),  by  Georg  Engel¬ 
hard  von  Lohneysen,  was 
published  in  1588  and 
complements  the  NSL's 
collection  of  early  modern 
books  on  horsemanship. 

Lohneysen  (1552-1622) 
simultaneously  pursued 
some  of  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  technological  and 
cultural  manifestations  of 
the  period,  namely  min¬ 
ing,  printing,  horseman¬ 
ship,  the  education  of 
princes,  and  the  celebra¬ 
tion  of  court  life.  First  as  a 
horse-trainer  and  then 
also  the  court  master  of  ceremonies, 
Lohneysen  served  August,  the 
Prince  Elector  of  Saxony,  from  1575 
to  1589  at  the  electoral  court  in 
Dresden.  When  August's  son-in- 
law  Heinrich  Julius,  Duke  of 
Braunschweig  and  Ltineburg, 
acceded  to  the  Duchy  of 
Wolfenbiittel  in  1589,  he  appointed 
Lohneysen  as  his  ducal  equerry  and 
stable-master.  Lohneysen  held  this 
position  at  the  court  of  Wolfenbiittel 
also  under  Heinrich  Julius'  son  and 
successor,  Frederick  Ulrich  and 
until  his  own  death  in  1622.  In  1594, 
Lohneysen  was  given  a  second 
position,  as  the  overseer  of  the 
ducal  mines. 

Lohneysen's  literary  activities 
were  facilitated  by  the  complete 
printing  workshop  he  assembled 
and  maintained  in  his  country  resi¬ 
dence  outside  Remlingen.  He  pub¬ 


lished  treatises  on  diverse  topics, 
from  the  operation  of  mines  to  the 
education  of  princes. 

His  work  Della  cavalleria  (On 
Horsemanship)  (1609  and  1610),  held 


by  the  NSL,  is  an  enor¬ 
mous,  richly  illustrated 
book  in  two  volumes.  It 
combines  Lohneysen's 
interests  in  horsemanship, 
princely  education,  and 
court  culture  as  all  three 
areas  are  discussed  in 
detail.  Grundtlicher  Bericht 
des  Zeumens  precedes  Della 
cavalleria,  is  less  well- 
known  and  focuses  almost 
exclusively  on  bitting. 
However,  the  Grundtlicher 
Bericht  is  in  itself  an 
extremely  important  book. 
It  belongs  to  a  small  and 
exclusive  group  of  large- 
format,  densely  illustrated 
bit-books  that  were  pro¬ 
duced  in  Germany 
towards  the  end  of  the 
16th  century.  Lohneysen's 
treatise  is  truly  outstand¬ 
ing  in  terms  of  the  system¬ 
atic  and  thorough  presen¬ 
tation  of  written  information  and  the 
extensive  number  of  illustrations — 
398  different  kinds  of  bits  are  repre¬ 
sented!

NSL  Remembers  Peter  Winants 

Peter  Winants,  a  man  who  loved  sport,  sporting  literature  and  art,  died  May 
18,  following  a  long  illness.  He  was  82. 

Mr.  Winants,  of  Rectortown,  Va.,  was  born  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  July  21, 1926, 
son  of  Garet  Winants  and  Frances  Leigh  Bonsai  Winants.  His  father  died  when 
he  was  age  5,  and  his  mother  later  married  renowned  Maryland  horseman,  S. 
Bryce  Wing. 

Mr.  Winants  grew  up  immersed  in  Maryland's  sporting  community.  As  a 

boy,  he  witnessed  the  match  race  at  Pimlico  Race  Course  between  Seabiscuit 

and  War  Admiral  in  1938.  He  foxhunted  with  the  Elkridge-Harford  Hunt  in 

Baltimore  County  and  rode  in  amateur  steeplechase  meets. 

Mr.  Winants  attended  Princeton  University  where  he  befriended  the  late 

George  L.  Ohrstrom  Jr.,  who  later  became  the  owner  of  The  Chronicle  of  the 

Horse.  .  ,

Mr.  Winants  served  in  the  Army 
during  World  War  II  and  later  dur¬ 
ing  the  Korean  War  when  he  trained 
as  a  paratrooper. 

In  1956,  Mr.  Winants  was 
married  to  Rosemary 
Margaret  Winants  until  her 
death  in  2002.  They  had  four 
children  together,  and  later 
two  of  their  sons,  Peter 
Winants  Jr.  and  Garet 
"Woods"  Winants  became 
amateur  steeplechase  riders. 

After  the  Korean  War,  he 
bought  a  store  in  Baltimore 
with  his  brother,  the  late 
Garet  Winants,  and  also 
became  interested  in  photog¬ 
raphy.  He  started  out  doing 
portraits  and  wedding  pho¬ 
tography,  but  turned  to  his 
true  love  of  photographing 
all  things  equine.  His  horse 
racing  and  steeplechasing 
photographs  were  famous 
for  capturing  the  action  like 
never  before,  using  telepho¬ 
to  lenses,  according  to 
award-winning  photogra¬ 
pher,  H.  Douglas  Lees  III. 

"He  was  so  good  about 
encouraging  people,"  said 
Lees,  who  remarked  on  Mr. 
Winants  loaning  him  an 
expensive  telephoto  lens 
when  he  was  beginning  his 
own  career  in  photography. 

Longtime  friend  Beau  Williams 
of  Baltimore,  Md.,  recalls  that  Peter 
first  learned  photography  in  his 
30's.  "To  my  knowledge,  up  to  that 
point  he  had  never  taken  a  picture," 
Williams  said.  "He  started  taking 
pictures  of  races  and  the  jumps  and 
would  sell  them  to  The  Maryland 
Horse  and  then  got  into  conforma¬ 
tion  pictures. ..and  here  was  a  guy 
who  had  never  had  any  training, 
but  he  did  beautifully. 

Mr.  Winants  freelanced  for  The 
Maryland  Horse  covering  events  and 
photographing  stallions  at  breeding 
farms  for  ads.  He  followed  the 
remarkable  steeplechase  horse.  Jay 
Trump,  and  his  career  with  his  cam¬ 
era  as  the  rags-to-riches  horse  won 
the  English  Grand  National  and  the 
Maryland  Hunt  Cup  in  1965,  a  feat 
no  other  horse  had  accomplished. 


On  the  return  from  England,  Mr. 
Winants  wrote  an  article  on  Jay 
Trump  which  The  Maryland  Horse 
published,  thus  branching  out  into 
journalism.  In  1966  he  published  his 
first  book  Jay  Trump:  A  Steeplechasing 
Saga. 

In  1972,  Mr.  Winants  was  hired  as 


editorial  assistant  at  The  Chronicle  of 
the  Horse,  and  in  1975,  George 
Ohrstrom  named  him  publisher/ 
editor.  Mr.  Winants  updated  the 
weekly  equestrian  publication, 
while  still  also  writing,  editing,  and 
photographing.  He  published  his 
second  book  through  The  Chronicle 
in  1988,  Flatterer:  A  Story  of  a 
Steeplechase  Champion.  He  traveled 
throughout  the  U.S.  and  Britain  pho¬ 
tographing  and  writing  profiles  of 
foxhunts  for  The  Chronicle. 

In  1991,  Mr.  Winants  hired  Robert 
Banner,  Jr.,  from  Equus  magazine  to 
replace  himself  as  publisher  at  The 
Chronicle,  and  was  named  director  of 
the  National  Sporting  Library. 
During  his  tenure,  the  Library 
acquired  two  major  collections,  the 
John  H.  and  Martha  Daniels  collec¬ 
tion  of  5,000  sporting  books,  and  the 


von  Htinersdorf  collection  of  16th  to 
19th  century  equestrian  books.  In 
the  mid-1990s,  plans  were  made  and 
carried  out  to  construct  a  new  build¬ 
ing  to  house  the  NSL's  growing  col¬ 
lection.  In  1998,  he  retired  as  director 
of  the  NSL.  Mr.  Winants  served  on 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  NSL 
1991-2005,  then  honorary 
3  director  until  his  death, 
t  Nancy  Parsons,  President 
<S  and  CEO  of  the  National 
Sporting  Library,  said, 
"Peter  Winants  embodied  in 
his  life  much  of  what  the 
Library  represents.  A  schol¬ 
ar  and  author  on  subjects 
such  as  foxhunting,  steeple¬ 
chasing  and  sporting  art, 
Peter  was  passionate  about 
country  life  and  field  sports. 
As  the  former  Director  of 
the  Library,  Peter  played  an 
integral  role  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  and  growth  of  the 
organization  and  his  leader¬ 
ship  continued  through  his 
service  on  the  Board.  He 
was  a  fine  gentleman,  a 
respected  colleague  and  a 
dear  friend." 

Mr.  Winants  published 
three  other  books  - 
Steeplechasing:  The  Complete 
History  of  the  Sport  in  North 
America  (2000),  Foxhunting 
with  Melvin  Poe  (2002),  and 
The  Sporting  Art  of  Franklin  B. 
Voss  (2005). 

In  2003,  he  was  married  to 
Mary  Weeden  Winants  who 
shared  his  love  of  horses  and  fox¬ 
hunting.  Together,  they  bought  their 
home  Sunny  side  Farm  in 
Rectortown,  Va. 

Mr.  Winants  served  as  field  mas¬ 
ter  for  George  Ohrstrom' s  private 
pack  of  foxhounds,  Bath  County 
Hounds,  hunted  by  Melvin  Poe.  He 
invited  many  people  to  hunt  with 
the  pack  including  some  who  were 
encouraged  to  foxhunt  for  the  first 
time. 

At  the  Maryland  Hunt  Cup,  April 
25,  Mr.  Winants  received  the  presti¬ 
gious  S.  Bryce  Wing  Award  for  his 
extraordinary  contributions  to  the 
sport  of  American  steeplechasing. 

"Peter  was  truly  one  of  my  heroes 
in  life,"  said  NSL  Librarian  Lisa 
Campbell.  "He  had  a  gracious  and 
positive  attitude  toward  everything 
he  undertook  to  accomplish.  He  was

On  May  16,  bookbinder  Jill  Deiss 
gave  a  lecture  to  members  of  the 
Chairman's  Council  and  Ivy  Circle  - 
"History  on  Hand:  16th-  through 
19th-Century  Bindings,  Paper,  and 
Illustrations  from  the  F.  Ambrose 
Clark  Rare  Book  Room."

Richter,  who  lives  at  Coker  Farm 
in  Bedford,  N.Y., 
reminisced  on  the 
works  of  art  that 
have  held  special 
meaning  for  her.

Mr.  Winants  is  survived  by  his

Martha  Williams  Daniels  of  Camden,  S.C., 
died  March  28  at  her  home.  She  was  86. 

Mrs.  Daniels  was  an  active  sportswoman,  a 
foxhunter,  a  book  collector,  and  an  avid  gardener. 

She  was  born  in  Ft.  Smith,  Ark.,  in  1923.  Her  hus¬ 
band  of  63  years,  John  H.  Daniels,  died  in  2006. 

Since  1987,  the  Daniels  have  supported  the 
Library,  with  Mr.  Daniels  serving  on  the  Board  of 
Directors.  In  the  mid-1990s,  they  donated  their 
5,000-volume  sporting  book  collection  which 
together,  they  amassed  over  30  years.  They  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  new  building  which  opened  in  1999 
and  joined  the  Chairman's  Council  at  its  inception  in  2000.

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President  and  CEO  Nancy  Parsons 
Announces  Resignation 

President  and  CEO  Nancy  Parsons  has  announced  her  resignation  from  the 
National  Sporting  Library.  Parsons  has  accepted  the  position  of  Deputy  Director 
for  Development  at  the  Virginia  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Richmond,  Va.  In  this 
capacity.  Parsons  will  manage  and  lead  the  development  efforts  for  the  museum 
including  Capital  Campaign,  Major  Gifts,  Planned  Giving,  Corporate  and 
Foundation  Giving,  Annual  Fund,  and  Membership. 

Nancy  Parsons  was  named  President  and  CEO  of  the  Library  in  2005.  During 
her  tenure,  new  programs  were  established  such  as  the  John  H.  Daniels 
Fellowship,  a  research  program  that  awards  stipends 
and  complimentary  housing  to  scholars  in  residence 
at  the  Library.  In  its  first  two  years,  the  Fellowship 
was  awarded  to  15  scholars,  from  all  over  America  as 
well  as  Ireland,  England  and  France.  Another  new 
program  is  the  Public  Lecture  Series  and  Annual 
Symposium,  offering  a  variety  of  popular  lectures 
and  educational  opportunities  for  the  public. 

Visitation  and  use  of  the  Library  has  increased  signif¬ 
icantly  as  a  result  of  these  programs  as  well  as  art 
exhibitions  such  as  Reflections  on  a  Life  with  Horses: 

Paintings  by  Sir  Alfred  Munnings  from  the  Paid  Mellon 
Collection  at  the  Yale  Center  for  British  Art.  This  exhibit 
was  part  of  a  collaboration  of  over  20  institutions  in 
an  international  celebration  of  the  centennial  of  Paul 
Mellon's  birth.  The  Library  will  soon  start  construc¬ 
tion  to  convert  Vine  Hill,  a  historic  house  located  next 
to  the  Library,  for  use  as  a  museum  of  sporting  art.  An  Exhibit  Fund  has  been 
established  for  the  National  Sporting  Museum,  scheduled  to  open  in  late  2010. 

"It  has  been  a  privilege  to  serve  the  Library  during  this  exciting  period  in  its 
development.  I  am  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  work  with  such  a  dedicated 
Board  of  Directors,  a  talented  and  enthusiastic  staff,  and  so  many  generous  indi¬ 
viduals  who  support  the  Library  financially,"  said  Parsons.  NSL  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  Manuel  Johnson,  said  "The  Library  looks  forward  to  future  involvement 
with  Nancy  and  the  Virginia  Museum  through  collaborative  exhibits  and  pro¬ 
grams." 

Parsons  will  leave  the  National  Sporting  Library  in  late  August.

tween  1931-1972.  Thus, 

he  had  acquired  a  focused  collection  of  250  horsemanship  books  dating  from 
a  1550  Italian  treatise  to  mid-20th  century  works.  (See  NSL  newsletters  from 
Summer  2004  and  Fall  2006.)  From  his  Horseman's  Progress:  The  Development  of 
Modern  Riding  (New  York:  Van  Nostrand,  1962)  it  is  obvious  Littauer  closely 
read  and  studied  the  writings  of  earlier  horsemen. 

Loosely  tucked  inside  most  of  his  books  were  notes,  news  clippings, 
articles,  pictures,  and  note  cards.  Allison's  job  was  to  remove  the  papers 
not  pasted  down,  record  which  book  and  page  they  came  from,  and  enter 
the  information  in  the  book's  catalog  record  in  the  general  note  field. 

The  catalog  records  that  Allison  has  created  will  be  a  valued  asset  for  eques¬ 
trian  scholars  for  years  to  come.

Horace  Laffaye  Investigates  the 
History  of  Polo  in  U.S. 

Dr.  Horace  Laffaye,  M.D.,  a  leading  expert  on  the  history 
of  polo,  spent  two  weeks  at  the  Library  in  May  as  the  first 
John  H.  Daniels  Fellow  of  2009-2010.  Laffaye  is  preparing  a 
manuscript  of  a  book,  The  History  of  Polo  in  the  United  States, 
for  publication  by 
McFarland  and  Co., 
in  spring  2010. 

"No  one  really 
knows  for  sure  who 
brought  polo  to  Amer¬ 
ica,"  said  Laffaye. 

"Established  dogma 
is  that  James  Gordon 
Bennett,  publisher  of 
the  New  York  Herald, 
saw  a  game  at 
Hurlingham  in  Eng¬ 
land,  purchased  some 
mallets,  and  brought 
them  to  the  U.S." 

Bennett's  first  Amer¬ 
ican  game  was 
played  in  1876,  but  other  sources  maintain  that  games 
occurred  in  Texas  and  Iowa  prior  to  that  date. 

Laffaye  first  played  polo  in  his  native  Argentina,  and  trained 
as  a  surgeon  in  the  U.S.,  where  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Dept, 
of  Surgery  at  Norwalk  Hospital.  George  Haas,  whom 
Laffaye  treated  for  a  broken  finger  sustained  while  playing 
polo,  urged  him  to  get  back  into  the  game.  Although  he  no 
longer  plays,  Laffaye  has  written  seven  books  on  the  game, 
including  El  Polo  International  Argentino  (1989)  and  The 
Evolution  of  Polo  (2009). 

Laffaye  presented  a  roundtable  on  polo  in  art  at  the 
Library  on  May  6.  He  and  his  wife  live  in  Southport,  Conn., 
and  spend  the  winters  in  Wellington,  FI.,  where  he  serves  on 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Museum  of  Polo  and  Hall  of 
Fame.
